Fergusons Opens Politi­ 
cal Pet By H aving 


Friends Meet 


Austin, Doc. 7.— Political circles at 
iii,. i-a pi od won* highly int ere--! cd mi 
T uesday iii reports of a quiet Fergu­ 
son get-together party held 
Monday, 
attended by Jam es E. Ferguson and 
M ilam A. Ferguson, the only husband 
and w ife ever to hold governorships. 
Several w ell-known Ferguson friends 
also w ere present and 
a 
m ovem ent 
w as started for Mrs. Ferguson to he 
a liberal old age pension candidate at 
next year’s 
prim aries 
w ith a 
State 
sales tax as the basis for paying $30 
to p c.sons more than 05 years old. le ­ 
g a ln e s s of their financial stain s. 
At present, tin* m onthly pension is 
slightly more than $14, hut it can be 
stepped up to $30 if the State provid­ 
es sufficient revenue to 
allocate 
$15 
of its funds, to he m atched by Federal 
money. The recent special legislative 
session tailed to 
provide 
any 
addi­ 
tional funds for 
pensions 
expected 
soon to drop nor pay the new ly creat­ 
ed social security obligations for de­ 
pendent blind 
and d estitute children 
or for teacher retirem ent. 
Failure of the session so to provide 
prompted the early political 
eonfer- 
neoe and a statem ent 
of 
candidacy 
m a y he f o r th c o m in g shortly after Jan. 
I. The candidate could he either Mrs. 
Ferguson or som eone w ith Ferguson 
su p p o rt, but favoring liberalized and 
m a x im u m old age pensions and a sup­ 
porting sales ta x . 
Ferguson 
w ill 
resum e 
publication 
of his political newspaper. T he Forum, 
Dec. 9. hut he has said it w ill support I 
no candidate for the present, thus givr | 
ing am ple tim e to put Mrs. Ferguson 
in 
the race or any 
other candidate 
acceptable to liberal 
pensioners 
and 
sales tax proponents. 
One E ast T exas legislator present' 
at M onday's conference pledged 1,500 
subscriptions 
from his county alone 
to the revival of the Forum. 
It 
w as j 
said other sim ilar pledges w ere m ade 
•iud that the Ferguson m outhpiece w ill I 
start w ith a large list of subscribers. 
M onday’s conferees want Mrs. F er­ 
guson to 'm a k e the race regardless o f, 
w hether Jam es V. Allred stands for, 
a third term. The 
first 
im pression 
w as that Mrs. 
Ferguson would 
not 
m ake the race unless Allred announc­ 
ed for a third 
term , 
but 
follow ing 
the failu re of the recent special ses­ 
sion to 
provide 
additional 
pension 
funds the pension group is seeking her 
candidacy or that of som e other per­ 
son to bring them the larger am ounts. 


B efore legislative 
com m ittees 
and 
elsew here, Ferguson has persistently 
advocated a S tate sales tax to 
pay 
old age pensions and is iii favor of 
opening the pension gates w ide to ev­ 
ery person 65 years of age and more, 
independent of their incom e 
or 
the 
property they own. Ferguson and Sen­ 
ator T. J. Holbrook of G alveston have 
been consistent sales tax advocates. 


Ferguson thus has som ething to of­ 
fer the old age group, tis a 2 per cent 
stiles ta x 
m ight bring $50,000,000 a 
year and pay in full all social securi­ 
ty 
oligations. 
(However, 
w ith 
the 
present enarged 
incom e a 
sales tax 
could expect sm all purchases as well
